TRUCE DEMANDED 
IN SALOON FIGHT. 


Council Unanimously Adopts 
Resolution Asking Settle- 
ment of Strife by 
Popular Vote. 


CASES IN COURT TODAY. 


Both Liquor Men and Law and 
Order League Profess Con- 
fidence in Ultimate 
Victory.

The city counctl teok a hand last night in 
the warfare being waged between the Law 
and Order league and the Sunday saloons, 

By a unanimous viva voce vote the alder- 
men demanded that these battling elements 
declare a truce and arrange to submit the 
whole question of closed or open Sunday 
saloons to a vote of the people. 

It also is declared by tesolution that the 
law in reference to Sunday closing is ob- 
solete.’’ 

The prosecution of saloonkeepers from 
among the number againet whom evidence 
was secured on Sunday will begin this morn- 


ing in the Municipal courts. Other cases will : 


follow later. The saloon men are preparing 
to contest vigorously. 


Adopted Without Debate. 

The action of the council in demanding 
that the question go to a vote of the people 
was unheralded. Ald. John Downey of the 
Twenty-ninth ward, residing at 5043 South 
Hermitage avenue, was the author of the 
resolution, which follows: 

“Whereas, an organization known as the 


Law and Order league is securing wholesale 


arrests of saloonkeepers for keeping open 
their places of business on Sunday; 

„ Whereas, the law in reference to the clos- 
ing of saloons on Sunday is known as obso- 
lete and has not been enforced in Chicago 
for a great number of years, and a great 
difference of opinion exists as to whether 
saloons should be open or closed on Sunday; 
therefore, 

Resolved, that his honor, the mayor, de- 
vise some means to get the Law and Order 
league and the saloonkeepers’ association 
together to submit to the people of Chicago 
the question of whether saloons should be 
opened or closed on Sunday; this question 
could be settled at the polls at the spring 
elections of 1908, or in some other manner 
devised by the or.” 

The resolution was adopted unanimously 
without debate or divizion. 


Farwell Says “No Truce.” 

Arthur Burrage Farwell, president of tre- 
Law and Order league, who is leading the 
fight on the saloons, said that, as far as he 
was concerned, there was no question of 
temporiging the matter in any way, and that 
the idea of getting together,“ suggested 
by the council, was hopeless. 

“The time has passed in Illinois,” he said, 
“when the executive officers can pick out 
the laws they are going to enforce. 

The only thing for Chicago to do now is 
to enforce the law it now has in regard to 
saloons—enforce it. The idea of having to 
vote on the question whether a law should be 
enforced or not is absurd. It is the business 
of the mayor and the council of this city 
to see that the Sunday closing law written 
on our state statute as plain as daylight 
should be carried out without the delay of 
another day. 

Th law they talk of voting on is a state 
law. Chicago is not the state of Illinois. 
The city must obey the state. It cannot se- 
cede. This measure is a temporizing meas- 
ure purely—whether a sign of weakness or 
fear on the part of the liquor dealers I will 
not say. This thing has gone on too long. 
The fight is on.“ 


Court Fight Begins Today. 

The Law and Order league will file its in- 
formation today against saloon men before 
municipal judges in Harrison street, East 
Chicago avenue, West Chicago avenue, and 
Sheffield avenue courts. There will be war- 
rants against two saloonkeepers in each of 
the courts mentioned except Sheffield ave- 
nue, where there will be only one warrant. 
Emery S. Walker and Adolph Raphael, at- 
torneys for the league. worked until late 
last night arranging the cases against the 
seven saloonkeepersé who have been selected 
for trial today. 

In the afternoon the presidents and secre- 
taries of the eighteen Chicago locals of the 
Liquor Dealers’ Protective association, com- 
prising the district board of Cook coun- 
ty, met at the headquarters in the Schiller 
building and decided to levy a per capita tax 
of $2 on each of the 3,800 menibers of the 
association, which will give a war fund of 
$7,600 in addition to nearly $7,000 in the treas- 
ury. John J. Swenie and Joseph Smejkal 
were selected as attorneys in chief. 

James J. Gray, president of the Independ- 
ence league, who was said to have been found 
by the Law and Order league’s investigators 
with his political rival, Harry Gibbons, in 
the saloon of J. C. Murphy, at Clark and 
Division streets, early Sunday morning, de- 
clared the report was false.

Record Made by Him Forty Years 
Ar is Sure to Be Lees. 


—— — 


WILL 1 GOAL TODAY. 


Great Crowds Follow Pedestrian End- 
ing His Walk from Maine. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Chesterton, Ind., Nov. 26, 2 a. m. [Special.] 
Edward Payson Weston, the venerable 
pedestrian, will end his walk from Portland, 
Me., to Chicago today unless some calamity 
befalls him. This will lower the record which 
Weston himself made forty years ago by at 
least sixty hours. 

Weston reached :Chesterton at midnight, 
having traveled ninety-one miles with only 
two hours’ rest during the day. He has but, 
fifty-*wo; miles to go. 

As .the close of his feat of endurance ap- 
proaches Weston finds the task becoming 
more difficult, and he is more irritable. His 
manager, 8. N. Rumsey, and his judges, 
Georges W. Wilcox and J. W. Breyfogle, are 
trying to. persuade him to retire for longer 
rests, but the aged man is determined to 
push onward. 


Distances Crowd That Follows. 


Leaving Ligonier, Ind., at midnight on 
Sunday, Weston paced rapidly along, dis- 
tancing the several hundred men who at- 
tempted to keep with him. His first stop was 
at South Bend, where he lay down for an 
hour and was shaved while he slept. 

Again taking the road, he stepped along 
without a stop until 7 o’clock, when he 
brought up in Laporte. Here his manager 
and judges wanted him to rest for the night, 
but the old man was determined to push 
on, and after an hour’s rest and a meal of 
vegetable soup and rice he departed at a 
little after 8 o’clock for his long tramp to 
Chesterton. 

Residents all along the line have turned 
out to do homage to the aged athlete. They 
staid up until after midnight to see him 
away from Ligoniér and at all other points 
along the Fort Wayne and Goshen road 
they arose early and gathered to extend 
him greetings. 

He shook hands with no less than 100 men 
and women who welcomed him forty years 
ago, and in some cases recalled their names 
and the exact circumstances under which 
he met them. 


Town Gives Royal Welcome. 


The village stores at Benton were brightly 
lighted to honor his coming, and the schooi 
bell rang out its welcome. 

Nearly 100 residents of Goshen greeted 
him at 5 a. m., and when the road was 
blocked by a freight Weston climbed over the 
cars as a youngster would and left the cor- 
tége of automobiles, carriages, and other 
vehicles twenty minutes in the rear. 

At South Bend Chief of Police James Me- 
Wheeney and his escort of twenty-five men 
were unable to keep the joyful throng in 
check, and the old man retreated in confu- 
sion. to a hotel. 

Weston was glad to meet George B. 
Glover, 80 years old, at South Bend. Glover, 
as marshal, escorted him through the city 
on the first march. Hundreds of men, 
women, and children rode miles toescort him 
into Laporte, and Mayor Lemuel Darrow, 
Chief of Police Clinton Cochran, and Rob- 
ert Mecum, who was marshal forty years 
ago, headed a committee that looked after 
his comforts. 

The athlete is anxious about the recep- 
tion he will get in Chicago. He had ex- 
pected a delegation of Chicagoans to meet 
him before now, and it is understood that 
a hitch has occurred in the Chicago end of 
the program.

CASE OF BRAYING DONKEY 
PUZZLE FOR JUSTICE BOYER. 


After Hearing Twenty-one Witnesses 
on Each Side He Decides to Listen to 
the Animal. 


Testimony of forty-two witnesses was not 
sufficient yesterday to convince Police Magis- 
trate J. F. Boyer of Evanston of the culpa- 
bility or innocence of the donkey, whose 
owner, Walter Cook, had been arrested on 
the complaint of neighbors that the beast 
tortured them with its braying.

LAYS TRAP FOR WARRIORS. 


Invites Solons to Visit Him; Patronage 
Troubles Vanish. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
The newest method of dispensing federal 
patronage was exemplified by President 
Roosevelt today. There is nothing complex 
or intricate in the process, which consists 
in the simple expedient of drawing lots or 
tossing a coin. 

Senators Gamble and Kittredge, both of 
South Dakota, have been at swords’ points 
politically for a long time. They are re- 
publicans, but each has sought to eliminate 
the other from the stage of politics with the 
result that while both still are in the senate 
all federal appointments have been tied up. 


President’s Joke Bears Fruit. 


At 10 o'clock this morning Senators Gamble 
and Kittredge met in the president's office. 
Neither knew the other was to be there. That 
was part of Mr. Roosevelt's little scheme. 
He had written a letter to each senator ask- 
ing him to be at the White house at the hour 
named. 

Now, gentlemen,” said Mr. Roosevelt, 
when the greetings were over. I trust you 
have left your guns at home. If you have 
not, please deposit them on my desk. 

Mr. Gamble started and entered a dis- 
claimer. Mr. Kittredge swiftly took his 
hands out of his pockets and smiled. Mr. 
Kittredge always smiles. 


Easy Way Out of Turmoil. 

The president said other things. While he 
talked he was doing something with his 
hands just beneath the top of his desk. Sen- 
ator Kittredge, who occupied the position 
of vantage, never took his eyes from those 
busy hands. Suddenly Mr. Roosevelt held 
up his two closed fists. 

Gentlemen, he said, “ I have determined 
upon a simple method of settling your dif- 
ferences. In one hand I hold a long piece of 
paper. In the other I hold a short piece of 
paper. Whoever draws the long piece of 
paper shall have first choice in the ap- 
pointment of public land officers in South 
Dakota. There are eleven of these officers to 
be appointed. The one who draws the long 
piece of paper shall name six and the other 
sengtor may name five.’ 

The president waved his closed fists in the 
air. 

„I will give you first choice, Senator Kitt- 
redge, he said. 

„Left hand.“ responded Kittredge. 


Kittredge Wins First Prize. 

The president slowly opened the hand in- 
dicated. A stripe of white paper lay upon 
his palm. Then he_opened his right hand, 
The slip of paper t that lay upon the right 
palm was shorter than the other slip. 

“You win, Senator Kittredge, he said. 

Senator Kittredge smiled. Senator Gamble 
smiled, too, but it was not a merry smile. 

“The next number on the program,” re- 
sumed the president, is the selection of two 
Indian agents.” 

Senator Kittredge watched the presidential 
digits out of the corner of his eye. 

“You guess again, Kittredge,” said Mr. 
Roosevelt, as he brought his closed fists into 
view. 

“Left,” came from Kittredge. 

„No, it is Senator Gamble Who is left.“ 
cried the president.

None of the certificates has arrived here, 
but for every payme®&t on the certificates a 
receipt has been given. In some cases circu- 
lation secured by the certificates already 
has been received. In others bank notes are 
being printed and will be delivered in a 
few days. 

Currency Premium Relaxes.

Thousand Members of Labor 
Bodies Included in Injunc- 
tion by Judge Belden. 


BRASS COMPANY ASKS IT. 


Pickets Withdrawn from Be- 
sieged Manufactory as Fast 
as Papers Are Served. 


Kenosha, Wis., Nov. 25.—[Special. }—Judge 
E. B. Belden in the Circuit court today is- 
sued an injunction against all the labor 
unions now fighting the Badger Brass Manu- 
facturing company. 

In addition to the rank and file of the unions, 
many labor leaders, and special police officers 
are named in the injunction. Walter W. Brit- 
ton, a former social democratic candidate for 
state senator and one of the most widely 
known laboring men in the state, is included 
as a defendant. . 

The scope of the injunction is wide, and not 
only restrains from picketing but enjoins 
from interference at the boarding houses 
in which nonunion men are housed, and from 
boycotting any grocery or other supply 
house furnishing goods to nonunionists and 
their families. 

In the complaint on which the injunction 
was issued the managers of the company and 


men employed allege that open. acts of vio- 


lence have been committed and that mem- 


bers of the union have threatened to ruin 
the company if they are not allowed to dic- 


tate the policy of operation. 

The unions named in the injunction have 
a membership of nearly 1,000. Copies of the 
injunction are being served on all. 

Special deputy sheriffs are to serve the 
papers and are ordered to see that the or- 
ders of the court in regard to the protection 
of the plant are carried out. Most of the 
men obeyed the injunction at once and the 
pickets were removed. 


FIRE NONUNION MEN OR STRIKE.

BANK ROBBERS LEAVE $1,500 
AFTER RAID AT CLINTON, ILL.

Lock Officials in Vav't and Secure 
$2,200—While Dividing Loot Off- 
cers Appear and They Flee. 


Bloomington, III., Nov. 25.—[Special.]—The 
State bank at Clinton was robbed of $2,000 
at 5 o'clock this afternoon by two men who 
locked the bank officials in the vault and took 
all the money in sight. -The men escaped, 
but left $1,500 in gold coin in their room at 
the hotel in their hurried flight to get away 
from the officers. 

The bank closed, as usual, at 4 o’clock, and 
attachés were closing up the day's business, 
when two men, who entered by a rear door, 
drew revolvers, and commanded the bank 
officials to hold up their-~hands. They then 
ordered President George Argo, Cashier Mur- 
phy, and Bookkeeper Young to march into 
the vault, the door of which then was cldsed. 

The robbers stopped in the hotel officé long 
enough to notify the operator in the tele- 
phone exchange to send some men over to the 
bank, as three men accidentally were locked 
in the vault. They then proceeded to their 
room and were dividing the money when the 
alarm was given, They were traced to the ho- 
tel. Officers rapped on the door for admit- 
tance, whereupon the two men hurriedly 
placed $750 in bills in a valise,jumped through 
a window to a shed below and ran up an alley. 

The two men were traced to an interurban 
car, which proceeded to this city, but left 
the car at some point south. Every town in 
central Illinois has been notified. and as an 
accurate description of the robbers has been 
sent out, their capture is predicted.

The men doubled the population of Pleasant 
Prairie when they unloaded from an after- 
noon train and hurried to the Laflin-Rand 
Powder mills with the expectation of going to 
work. But there was no work to be had, and 
the powder people had not hired anybody: In 
fact, the mills employ only thirty men. 

But we paid Frank B. Anderson of the 
Standard Employment agency, in Chicago, 
for fobs here, and he said you had agreed to 
put us to work at once, said one of the vie- 
tims. 

Nothing could be done, however, and the 
men, ny of whom were penniless, began to 
look out for places to sleep and get such 
food ak was to be had.

ELECTRICITY FOR CITY DEC. 1 


FROM THE SANITARY DISTRICT 


Power Station at Western Avenue and 
River Completed—Park Syetem 
to Be Supplied First. 


Electricity for light and power will be sup- 
plied to the city of Chicago and manufactur- 
ing plants by the Sanitary district begin- 
ning Dec. 1. The announcement of the 
completion of the power station at Western 
avenue and the river was made yesterday to 
the engineering committee of the board by 
Chairman Wallace G. Clark. He announced 

that the Morgan Park line had been 
completed and the lights for that suburb 
would be supplied on the game date. 

The first place to be supplied by the new 
syetem will be the entire west park system. 
Of private concerns the larger manufacturing 
plants and factories will be supplied first.

There were 125 employés in the store at the 
time the fire was discovered. Many of these 
were women clerks, and. their escape from 
the third floor being cut off, they became 
panic stricken and leaped from the windows.

PROD FOR GOV. CUMMINS. 


Warm Tribute to Veteran Col- 
league Who Has Borne Peo- 
ple’s Burden for Years. 


Council Bluffs, Ia., Nox 25.—[Special.]— 
Senator Allison’s campaign for renomination 
as United States senator at the primaries in 
June next was started hére tonight under the 
auspices of the Pottawatomie County Alli- 
son club. Senator Dolliver was the orator, 
and his theme was the public services of Sen- 
ator Allison. He was emphatic in his sup- 
port of his colleague and urged his reélection. 
He declared the humiliation of Senator Al- 
lison would be a disgrace to the state. 

Senator Dolliver insisted that Senator Alli- 
son had in no wise outgrown his useful- 
ness. He referred to how Senators Morgan, 
Pettus, Cullom, and other senators who had 
Gied in the- service had been honored by 
their states in their extreme age and said 
Iowa could not undertake to overrun a prece- 
dent which had become an unwritten law of 
the land. 

Appeals to Gov. Cummins. 

In referring to the reputed purpose of Gov. 
Cummins to fight for a seat in the senate, 
Mr. Dolliver said: 

“It is not my purpose to discuss here all 
the questions involved in this situation, but 
I cannot forbear saying that the governor 
ought, if within his power, to restrain his 
friends from giving currency to the sugges- 
tion that there is anything mysterious or 
questionable about the senator’s candidacy. 

‘My fellow citizens, there is a sense in 
which this is no longer Senator Allison’s fight. 
It is the fight of the plain, every day people 
of Iowa, the folks on the farms and in the 
counting houses and workshops, for a priv- 
ilege dear to all of them, the privilege of 
paying their last tribute to the greatest and 
most useful career the state of Iowa has ever 
nurtured. They were parties to the under- 
standing that Senator Allison should be 
guarded by the good will of all from a fac- 
tional strife in which he had taken no part. 
They do not intend to/have that understand- 
ing nullified; and, while there is something 
superb in the spectacle of the old leader re-

Indiana N Line Is Soon to 
Be Supplied with Trolleys 
5 New Pattern. 


The first real test of Chicago's newest 
traction experiment, the pay as you enter’ 
cars, came last \evening during the rush 
hours.

Comparison of the old and new systems 
was afforded from the fact the new cars and 
the old type, represented by the Indias 
avenue cars, succeeded each other on the 
game line, and actual count of the time nec- 


essary to fill both types showed little differ- | 


ence im favor of the old style cars. 

With greater familiarity wi the new 
cars on the part of patrons it is confidentiy 
predicted that the-new cars will be filled as 

rapidly and easily as those of the old type. 


Few Delays.Caused by Mistakes. 


Patrons of the Cottage Grove avenue line 
took kindly to the innovation and in spite 
of the fact that the cars have been in serv- 
ice but two days, there were few delays be- 
cause of mistakes in boarding the exit side 
of the rear platform or incjdent upon the 
making of change by the conductors. Su- 
pervisors stationed at the loop crossings fa- 
cilitated the process of loading the cars by 
guiding the uninitiated to the entrance side 
of the platforms and helping with bundles. 

Officials of the Chicago City railway com- 
pany watched the test and, although they 
had predicted its success, they were agree- 
ably surprised at the ease with which pas- 
sengers were handled. To the 130 cars put 
in service Sunday, 20 more were added yes- 
terday and President Mitten announced that 
150 would be placed on the Indiana avenue 
line as soon as the city grants permission 
for the use of the car barns to their full 
capacity. 


President Mitten Is Pleased. 

“IT am delighted with the way the new 
cars have worked,” said President Mit- 
ten. They certainly stood well the test 
of the rush hours.”’ 

With the placing of the new cars on the 
Indiana avenue line the present Indiana ave- 
nue cars will be transferred to State street, 
and the State street cars used to improve 
the service on the Halsted street, Wallace 
street, Sixty-third street, Archer avenue, and 
Center avenue lines.

CHARGE SAVES THE DAY. 


Drude’s Infantry Rescued from 
Perilous Position by the 
Spahis. 


MAGHNIA, Algeria, Nov. 25.—The French 
troops and 10,000 Benis Nassen’ tribesmen 
are engaged in a. fierce battle, which opened 
yesterday with an attack by the natives on 
the French camp. 

Many hours’ fighting yesterday resulted in 
the repulsing of the tribesmen with a loss of 
1.200 slain. The French loss was eight 
killed. The tribesmen, apparently with total 

ieregard for their lives, attacked the French 
camp repeatedly. 

At one time the French infantry was in 
danger of being surrounded, but was finally 


saved from the perilous position by a most 


brilliant charge by the Spahis. The rout 
of the Arabs was completed by vigorous 
shelling’ by the artillery. 

While pursuing the fleeing enemy the 
Spahis were drawn into ambush and Lieut. 
Rose, who was riding in front, fell, rid- 
dled with bullets, but the troopers rallied 
and threw themselves upon the Arabs in 
ambush, cutting them to pieces. The French 
forces followed up their advantage, and, 
scouring the country, killed. many of the 
fugitives. . 

Undismayed by. this severe loss, the tribes- 
men today renewed their attempts to over- 
come the Europeans, armed with superior 
weapons. 

During the night they had reformed their 
forces, gained some recruits from other 
tribes, and again advanced. on the French 
position. The booming of cannon could be 
heard from the city all afternoon, but there 
has been no accurate n received as to 
the result. 


HUSBAND SLAYER AND SUICIDE 
A SECOND CASSIE CHADWICK? 


Developments Indicate That Woman 
Who Figured in New Rochelle Trag- 
eddy Was Wholesale Swindler. 


New York, Nov. 25.—[Special.]—The cur- 
tain mystery which has hidden the career of 
Mrs. Grace Acton Van Schaack Smith, who 
killed her husband and self in New Rochelle 
on Saturday last, began to lift today and 
enough was disclosed to indicate that the 
woman will be revealed as another Mrs. 
Cassie Chadwick. 

It was suggested by persons close to the 
family of the late Gen. Bulkeley, whose 
Mrs. Smith, for nearly twenty 
years claimed to be, that this coup may have 
been intended for a raid on the general’s 
estate. The general died five years ago, leav- 
ing $1,250,000 in trust for his widow and 
children, the trust to end at the expiration of 
five years after his death, a division of all 
property to be made then among the widow 
and the surviving children. That trust will 
expire within a few days. 

For the last five years Mrs. Smith’s life 
had been given up toa system of wholesale 
swindling of merchants, The indications are 
that her experience in the business of get- 
ting something for nothing began early in 
her life. 

Beginning in the fall of 1902, down to March 
last, when Mrs. Smith died,” she looted 
various business houses in this city.. Trans- 
‘actions discovered today covered the obtain- 
ing of at least $20,000 worth of goods under 
false pretenses. It is believed by her vic- 
time that this amount represents only an 
item of the great total.

Fon SHIP CANAL. 


Governor Goes to Springfield 
with 9,000 Word Message 
Urging Waterway. 


AGAINST DAMS IN RIVER. 


Recommends Legislation to Pro- 
tect Navigability of IIIi- 
nois Streams. 


Gov. Deneen departed from Chicago for 

Springfield last night armed with the for- 
midable message on the waterway question 
which he will lay before the legislature 
today. In it the governor urges the law- 
makers to take steps at once toward creat- 
ing the first link in the lakes to gulf water- 
Way and to preserve the state’s navigable 
streams from future obstruction by private 
corporations. 
When the governor emerged from the 
Union League club at 6 o’clock and took a 
cab to the Union station it was the first 
time he had been out of his apartment in 
three days. In that time he had dictated, 
+ revised, and read proof on the message, 
which contains 9,000 words. 

While the governor declined to make pub- 
lic any part of the communication to the 
legislature, enough of ‘its contents has 
leaked out to indicate that it is one of the 

t remarkable executive utterances ever 

to a general assembly in this state. 

It is an exhaustive treatment of the water- 

way problem in general and of hie plan to 

clear the Desplaines river of the Economy 

Light and Power company’s dam at Dresden 
Heights. 5 

Would Forbid River Dama. 

There is one entirely new feature in the 
message. This ie the recommendation that 
no individual or corporation be allowed to 
build a dam across a navigable stream with- 
out the express permission of the legislature. 
The governor asks that a law embodying 
such a provision be enacted by the present 
assembly. 

Such a law, the governor holds, would pre- 
vent effectually the recurrence of deals like 
that by which the Bconomy company's rep- 

ntatives obtained valuable rights in a 
uliar way from the discredited board of 

Illinei® and Michigan canal commissioners 
now undergoing investigation. The governor 
is known to favor a fundamental reorgan- 
ization of the canal board and the internal 
improvement commission so as to combine 
and broaden the powers of both bodies, but it 
is not likely he will have the temerity to pro- 
pose this to the present legislature. He will 
be satisfied if he gets what he asks in bis 
message. 

Fortified with the opinion rendered by At- 
torney Merritt Starr the governor submits 
arguments to prove that the Desplaines is a 
navigable stream despite the contention of 
Attorney General Stead that such would 
have to be established by the courts. He 
cites authorities to systain his contention 
and altogether presents a technical legal 
argument intended to set aside the attorney 
general's opinion 


Pleads for Navigability Bills. 


In conclusion the message urges the legis- 
kature to pass the navigability bills with the 
emergency clauses and to, authorize the gov- 
ernor to cause the removal at once of the 
Dresden Heights dam. This carries with it 
the recommendation that the assembly re- 
voke the leases made to the Economy com- 
pany by the canal board, authority to do 
which is conferred by a specific statute.

Endeavoring to effect a truce with one of 
the many enemies that are pressing them so 
hard, the big milk dealers yesterday ran up 
a milk white flag. The flag of truce was 
waved in the direction of the city’s legal de- 
partment, then deposited at the feet of City 
Sealer Kjellander. But the city would make 
no promises. 

The dealers hoped, above all, to call off the 


‘threatened prosecutions for short measure. 


They place the blame on the bottle com- 
panies and plead for time to rectify the error. 
The truce overtures were made to Mr. 
Kjellander early in the afternoon, when Ira 
J. Mix of the dairy company bearing his 
name and John R. Bowman of the Bowman 
Dairy company descended on his office in the 
eity hall to plead for a stay of prosecution 
because of the short measures found. 


Too Many Bottles to Test. 

The whole trouble is with the company 
that makes our bottles for us,’’ said Mr. 
Bowman. 
they are guaranteed to us to be full measure 
and, for that reason, we do not test all of the 
carloads of bottles that come to us. We test 
probably a dozen of them and if they are cor- 
rect we believe all to be O. K.“ 

„Well.“ began Mr. Kjellander in a far 
from compromising tone of voice, vou 
know what the law is. We can only compel 
you to obey it.“ 

But I wanted to say that if a little time is 
given us to test the bottles we will throw gut 
all the short ones, was the reply. ‘I will 
put a force of twenty men to testing and keep 
them working night and day, if necessary, in 
order to find out which are full measure bot- 
tles. We have about 750,000 bottles in circu- 
lation and it takes time to testthem.” | 

Mr. Mix seconded these remarks, saying 
that his 150,000 bottles couldn't be tested all 
in a minute, but that he would put a force of 
men at work on them if the city sealer’s 
prosecutions could be delayed temporarily. 

‘* H’m,”’ mused the city sealer. ‘‘I have 
evidence here that many short weigſat bot- 
tles have been sent out to milk consumers. 
You may go ahead with your tests, but I will 
keep on searching for short measure bot- 
tles“

Warns New Municipality to Escape

Gary, Ind., the magic city of steel, grown 
in eighteen months from a windswept sand 
dune to 12,000 inhabitants, took its place in 
the world of big affairs last night. Its formal 
entry into the list of leading municipalities 
of Indiana was marked bea banquet at the 
New Gary hotel, which was opened for the 
-occasion. The streets of the city were dec- 
orated and lighted by electric arches. 

Gov. J. Frank Hanty and H. J. Buffington, 
president of the Illinois Steel company, a part 
of the United States Steel corporation, which 
built the city, were the guests of honor. 

From beginning to end the banquet was one 
song of praise and promise for the new city. 
President H. 8. Norton ot the Gary Commer- 
cial club, who presided gt the opening, proph- 
esied that in two years the city would have 
a population of 50,000. Mr. Norton intro- 
duced Homer J. Carr, editor of a local paper, 
who acted as toastmaster. 

Hanly Warns Against Graft. 

Gov. Hanly was introduced by Thomas E. 
Knotts, president of the board of trade and 
several clubs, who hailed the governor as 
a future president of the United States. 

The governor did not follow up this presi- 
dential boom, but contented himself with tell- 
ing the citizens of Gary what an opportunity 
they had to build a model city. 

* You will have material wealth in abun- 
dance, he ald. The thing you need to 
learn ig uprightness in municipal govern- 
ment. The shame of our country has been 
the shame of our cities. The graft and 
corruption that have been unearthed in St. 
Louls, San Francisco, Milwaukee, Philadel- 
phla, and New Tork show that our great- 
est weakness is in our municipal affairs.“ 

State Senator A. J. Bowser referred to 
the financial flurry. 

“Out of a clear sky the thunder came, 
spreading terror to every one, said the sen- 
ator. “ You are welcome to think as you 
wish about the cause. For my part, I think 
we have a pilot on the deck of this ship of 
state who has been using the searchlight and 
discovered pirates on our seas, and called out 
the warning.“ 


Says Gary Needs Harbor, 


Congressman E. D. Crumpacker of the 
Tenth district spoke of the needs of a harbor 
for Gary. 

Referring to the plans of the steel corpora- 
tion. Mr. Buffington said:

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A QUESTION OF NAVIGABILITY. 

It is given out that the governor wil 
A the general assembly to pass a bill 
declaring the Desplaines river navigable 
‘between Lockport and Utica. Under the 
‘circumstances it ought to do so. Nothing 
can be lost and much may be gained. 

It is well known that the river is not 
used for purposes of navigation betweea 
the towns in question. Indeed, it cannot 
be navigated except by boats so small 
that they have ceased to. figure among 
the inatrumentalities of commerce, 

It is a question whether a stream, 
while pot navigable in fact according to 
modern conceptions of na vigability, can 
be made navigable by an act of the legis- 
lature. The attorney general of the state 
does not think it can be. Mr. Lincoln 
said once that a calf would not have five 


a fifth leg. The attorney general argues 
after the same fashion. 

There are other lawyers who disagre® 
with him. Some of them hold that in 
contemplation of law the Desplaines has 
been a navigable stream for more than a 
century and any artificial 
placed in it constitute a violation of law. 

If the general assembly were to declare 
the Desplaines a navigable stream and 
authorize the state authorities to remove 
all artificial obstructions it would not take 
leng to settle, once for all, the questions 
as to which the lawyers are disagreed. 
The Supreme court of the United States 
would determine the status of the Des- 
plaines. It is desirable that that status 
should be settled, as the river will bo 
a necessary part of any deep waterway. 
As there is a possibility that an act de- 
claring the Desplaines navigable may be 
upheld, it should be enacted.

Why inaugurate 
a new government? Palma, the first presi- 
dent of Cuba, and who should be the 
last, said jn a recently published letter it 
is “a hundred times better for our be- 
loved Cuba to be in a dependent political 


than in a republic independent of a sov- 
ereign, but discredited and ruined by 
blasting periodical strife.” ö 
These are the sentiments of the prop- 
classes of Cuba with the possible 
exception of a few who may be am- 
bitious to fill high offices. The land 
owners and the merchants rank their right 
to life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness above their right to a turbulent 
and unhappy independence which could 
endure at the best but for a short time. 
The president will have something to 
say on the subject of Cuba in the-message 
which he will send to congress next week. 
If he were to make it known that it was 
his intention to proceed with the holding 
of an election and the setting up of a new 
government congress should express its 
decided disapproval of a policy so inimical 
to the welfare of Cuba and the Cubans. 
It is for the people of the United States 
to say through their representatives in 
congress what shall be the relation of 
Cuba to this country.

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ORD MAN VERS. who has sustained 
such severe injuries in the hunting 
field while fulfilling his duties as 
master of the Rufford hounds, is a 
| man in the neighborhood of 60, and 
the chief of the English branch of the house 
of Pierrepont, to which he, like J. Pierpont 
Morgan, however, belongs through descent 
on the distaff side of the family, and the 
principal representative in the male line of 
which is Henry Evelyn Pierrepont of Colum- 
bia Heights, Brooklyn, N. Y., the family 
having become extinct in the male line in 
England. 

The founder of the family was Sir Robert 
de Pierrepont, one of the companions in arms 
of William the Conqueror at the battle of 
Hastings, and who received from that mon- 
arch the manor of Holme Pierpont in York- 
shire, of which he was the first lord. 

The chief of the family in the seventeenth 
century in the male line direct was Sir George 
Pierrepont, whose grandson became the earl 
of Kingston-upon-Hull, marquis of Dor- 
chester, and duke of Kingston. 

His son Evelyn, the second duke of King- 
ston, who married the famous beauty Eliza- 
beth Chudleigh, died without issue, the Eng- 
lish line of Pierreponts becoming thereby 
extinct in the male Une. He left the whole 
of his vast fortune to the duchess, whereupon 
Philip Meadows, who had married the duke's 
only sister, Lady Frances Pierrepont, 
brought charges against the duchess to the 
effect that her marriage with the duke had 
been of a bigamous and therefore invalid 
character. 

A sensational trial of the duchess by the 
house of lords showed that prior to her mar- 
riage to thé duke she had been secretly 
married to Augustus Hervey, a lieutenant 
of the royal navy, who hed in the meanwhile 
become earl of Bristol, and from whom she 
had never obtained any divorce. She was 
therefore convicted of bigamy by her peers, 
and, in consequence thereof, divested of the 
title and style of duchess of Kingston. 

— 

This had the effect of reducing her to the 
status of countess of Bristol. The penalty 
of bigamy in those days was death. But as 
countess of Bristol she was able to plead the 
privilege of the peerage, and escaped all pun- 
ishment beyond the payment of the fees of 
the trial and of certain fines. 

This she was well able to afford todo. For 
while her conviction of bigamy cost her her 
strawberry leaved coronet of duchess, it left 
her in possession of the great fortune of the 
duke, while Philip Meadows, who was re- 
sponsible for the suit against her, found 
himself completely ruined. 

The ex-duchess retired to the continent, 
and, having, during her extraordinary career, 
played a role in the lives of Frederick the 
Great of Prussia, of Voltaire, of the electoress 
of Saxony, and of other great personages of 
her time, died at the chateau de St. Assise, 
near Fontainebleau, when it was found that, 
perhaps by reason of compunction, she had 
left the fortune which she had inherited 
from the duke to oneof the latter's nephews, 
Charles Meadows—that is to say, the son of 
the man who had robbed her of her title of 
duchess, and whom she had ruined, 

On coming into possession of all the prop- 
erty of his mother’s brother, the last duke 
of Kingston, at the death of the ex-duchess 
Charles Meadowe assumed, by permission of 
the crown, the patronymic and the arme of 
the Pierrepont family, and was eventually 
raised) to the peerage, first ae Baron Pierre- 
pont of Holme Pierpont, as Viscount Newark 
off Newark-on-Trent, and as Earl Manvers. 
The present Lord Manvers is the fourth earl 
of tiie line in direct male succession. 

— — 

Sir George Pierrepont, the grandfather of 
the first duke of Kingston, had a younger 
son of the name of William Pierrepom, whose 
son, James Pierrepont, came to America and 
died at Ipswich, Mass., towards the end of 
the seventeenth century, leaving two sonse— 
namely: John and Robert. 

From these the late Juliet Pierpont, the 
mother of J. Pierpont Morgan, and Henry 
Evelyn Pierrepont of Brooklyn are descend- 
ed in a direct line. 

But while the Pierreponts of America may 
justly claim to represent the male line of the 
ancient and historic Anglo-Norman house 
of Pierrepont, they can put forward no pre- 
tensions to any of the honors and estates of 
Evelyn Pierrepont, the last duke of Kingston, 
since the various res which he pos- 
by his father consider- 
ably after the other branch of his family 
had emigrated to America. 

The principal country seat of Lord Man- 
vers, which was formerly the home of 
the two Pierrepont dukes of Kingston and 
which was bequeathed to the first ear! of 
Manvere by the bigamous ex-duchese of 
Kingston, is Thoresby, in Sherwood foreat, 
which is justly regarded as the architectural 
pride of the “dukeries,’’ and which stands, 
so to speak, enshrined in an immense park, 
among the features of which are the quaint 
and gnarled old oaks, bemeath the shade of 
which bold Robin Hood was wont to roam in 
days of old. 

It was the home, too, of Lady Mary Wort- 
ley Montagu, and familiar as such to the 
readers of her writings. The manaion has 
been on several occasions visited by fire, but 
was to a great extent rebuilt by the late earl, 
whose widow is a most charming old Scotch- 
Frenchwoman, the daughter of the last 
Fremch duc de Coigny. Let me add that 
the Pierrepont family hails originally from 
the casthe of Pierrepont, on the borders of 
Picardy, the ruing of which are still in ex- 
istence.

Philip Brocklehurst, who bas just sailed 
from England for New Zealand, in order to 
join Lieut. E. Shakleton on his voyage of 
exploration of the antarctic, has inherited 
the fondness for travel and exploration for 
which hig father was so noted, 

The Brocklehursts can scarcely be regard- 
ed as belonging to the old aristocracy. For 
they have during the forty years past been 
among the greatest silk manufacturers and 
bankers of Macclesfield and of Manchester, 
while their baronetcy is of modern creation, 
having been conferred only five years ago 
upon the father of Sir Philip. 

A cousin of Sir Philip, Cok John Brockle- 
hurst, is the own particular equerry of Queen 
Alexandra, and besides having taken part 
in the relief of Ladysmith, has enjoyed the 
probably unique experience for a commoner 
of having been crowned as king of Great 
Britain and Ireland in Westminster, not 
merely once, like Edward VII., but on sey- 
eral occasions. 

It may be recalled that King Edward's 
coronation was preceded by many rehearsals, 
in order that there might be no hitch in the 
ceremony. As he was just recovering from 
a severe operation, it was out of the question 
that he should take part in these rehearsals, 
and in consequence thereof the queen 
equerry, Col. John Brocklehurst, was deputed 
to take hie place. 

Day after day the colonel sat on the throne 
of King Edward the Confessor in the old 
abbey, was anotnied, robed, crowned, in- 
vested with scepter and with a sword of 
state, received the kneeling homage of peers 
and prelates, giving to the latter the kiss of

I may seem to be a radical of radicals, 
said Mrs. Blackwelder in concluding her 
suggestion, ‘‘ but I have come to believe that 
the whole custom of ‘ giving’ at Christmas 
is pernicious and has no excuse for being 
that human society must eventually rid 
itself of an excrescence which has grown 
out of a celebration once beautiful and ap- 
propriate, but which has almost entirely lost 
its original significance and value.“

MONEY SOLE TOPIC THERE.

Says People in Eastern Hemisphere Look 
on Our Financial Troubles as Mere 


Temporary Flurry. 


Fred W. Upham, who landed in New York 
from the Mauretania last Friday after 
a brief visit to England and France, arrived 
in Chicago yesterday looking as if the rest 
and recreation had done him a world of 
good. Mrs. Upham, who accompanied him, 
was much improved physically by the trip. 

We had a stormy passage, but the Mau- 
retania is so large that it was like walking 
along State street. We brought over 1,500 
people and about $18,000,000 in gold. I would 
have been glad if it had all been consigned 
to Chicago. 

Finance is the sole topic of conversation 
in Europe. We are making lots of trouble 
for them over there by raising their interest 
rates. The Bank of England rate is 7 per 
cent and at the time we left England there 
was some talk of raising it to 8 per cent. 
Every time a man wants to borrow money 
over there, he looks our way and shakes his 
fist. 

The Europeans look upon our financial 
troubles as temporary. They regard Amer- 
ica as perfectly sound with its great crops 
and resources. They regard us as schoo!- 
boys in that we have not fixed up our finan- 
clal plans long ago.“ 


MASTERPIECE OF ST. GAUDENS 
IN NEW STATUE OF LINCOLN. 
Heroic Bronze Figure for South Side, 


Provided For by John Crerar’s Will, 
Is Finished. 


St. Gaudens’ bronze statue of Lincoln, in 
payment for which Johm Crerar, who died a 
mumber of years ago, bequeathed a fund 
which now amounts to $150,000, is now fin- 
ished in New York. John M. Clark and Judge 
Peter S. Grosscup, trustees of the fund, are 
in New York to look at it and to make some 
provision for the keeping of the statue until 
the foundations are ready in Chicago.

Thirty-five Cars Are to Make the 


Trip to South Bend. 
STRICT RULES WILL PREVAIL 


Doubted if Any Machine Completes 
Trials with Perfect Score. 


Thirty-five of the thirty-six cars entered in 
the 600 miles three days’ reliability test of 
the Chicago Motor club, a curtain raiser to 
the automobile show which opens in the Coli- 
seum and the First and-Seventh regiment 
amortes, will start at 5 o'clock this morning 
on the first leg of the long journey which is 
to decide the ownership of the Miles trophy. 

Today's trip is to South Bend, Ind., and re- 
turn, a distance of 223 miles, and the cars will 
maintain schedules according to their selling 
price—twenty miles an hour for the class A 
cars, which will sell for over $8,000; seventeen 
miles an hour for the class B cars, from $1,800 
to and including $8,000; and fourteen miles 
an hour for class C, for cars selling at $1,800 

and under. 

The starting point will be at Michiganave- 
nue and Thirtieth street, and the finish will 
be at the same point, it having/been found 
impossible to get garage accommodations 
nearer the center of the city. It is expected 
the cars will be finishing from 3 to 10 p. m. 

Of the thirty-six nominated for the run 
only one was scratched yesterday, when all 
the machines were turned over to the tech- 
nical committee for examination as to their 
condition in order that comparisons may be 
made 6n Friday when the running test will be held, 
cars being penalized untess they are in as good 
shape as when they started. 

This reliability run is expected to be the greatest 
ever attempted. Never before were such strict 
rules framed and it is predicted not one of the 
thirty-five cars will go through the three days 
without penalization of some sort or another. If 
any do it is thought the fourth day’s running test 
will eliminate them. In case of a tie the cars in- 
volved will be started out over the same route and 
kept running until a winner ts produced. 

There are all sorts of penalties. The tools are 
locked in satchels and are in the custody of the 
observers. There is a schedule laid out and any 
one failing to make connections on time or within 
ten minutes of the mark will be handed a bunch 
of demerit marks. Making adjustments to any 
parts of the motor or car is punished and replace- 
ments are charged heavily. It is said the strenuous 
rules scared away many cars.

My father will kill me and kill you, too, 
if you don’t marry me,” she sobbed.
